QUESTION OF CONTRACT. 

The question in dispute was whether, “in 
computing the profits of the company charge- 
able to income tax under Rule I. (a) (III,) of 
Schedule D of the Income Tax Act of 1918, as 
adapted, thére should be included the profits 
made by the company from carrying 
passengers from Saorstat Eireann, whose 
passage money had oo ais id in America. 

It was pointed out and admitted that the 
two separate cásés were.virtjually one case. 

Before the Special Commissioners it was 
contended on behalf of the company that it 
did not exercise a trade within Saorstat 
Eireann to carry pasengers from Saorstat 
Kireann whose passage money had been pre- 
paid in America, because the only contract 
made in connection with the prepaid passage 
was made in America bétween the company 
and the purchaser, the consideration being the 
passage money paid in America. It was also 
contended that any conditions with which the 
passenger might have to comply did not con- 
stitute a new contract between the company 
and the passenger, and that the fact that the 
prepaid certificate had to be exchanged for an 
ocean ticket was merely part of the internal 
organisation of the company necessary to 
comply with the Statute whereby the company 
was bound to issue to a passenger a ticket in 
@ particular form, and the purchaser would 
not purchase a prepaid certificate until he had 
been in communication, or intended to com- 
municate, with the intending passenger, 

On behalf of the Revenue Commissioners it 
was contended that in cases. where passage 
money had been prepaid in America the com- 
pany made contracts with the passengers in

Opening the case, Mr. McCann referred to 
the Income Tax Acts, the Merchants 
Shipping Act, and documents connected with 
the proceedings, and said that in the “' case 
stated ”” it was mentioned that many 
persons desirous of travelling from Europe 
to America had not the necessary funds to 
purchase passenger tickets, and to meet this 
difficulty the company had established an 
international organisation for the sale in 
America of documents known as prepaid 
certificates. By this means a large pro- 
portion of the third class passengers who 
sailed from European ports te America had 
the cost of their passages paid for by some 
relative, friends or other persons in America, 
and, the company. issued a small teafiet in 
the U,S.A., which inter alia invited people 
resident in America to purchase prepaid 
tickets for relatives or friends in Great 
Britain and [reland, 

Counsel cited some cases with regard to 
what constitutes trade under such circum- 
stances, stating that it was in every parti- 
cular case a question of fact. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

Mr. Overend, K.C., who, with Mr. Newett 
(instructed by Messrs. Sutton and Company), 
appeared for the plaintiffs, said that the 
motion in this case was one seekjng to re- 
strain the defendant, pending the hearing of 
the action or until further order, from pass- 
ing off or selling as “ Guinness s porter, 
porter which was not genuine unmixed porter 
manufactured by the plaintifis. 1 
dant was willing to treat the motion as the 
trial of the action. and to consent to an in- 
junction 

The matter was one of great importance, 
said Mr. Overend, because Messrs. Guinness 
had found that in certain cases in the cit 
of Dublin owners of licensed houses obtain 
supplies of porter from other sources, as well 
as from Messrs. Guinness, and when '' Guin- 
ness ” was asked for, porter which was not 
Guinness’s porter was sold. That, of course, 
was clearly wrong, and was properly the sub- 
ject for an injunetion, The fact af a publi- 
can having a dual supply made it easier for 
such a thing to occur. Sometimes, it was 
said, it happened by accident, but in other 
cases the plaintiffs were strongly of opinion 
that there was grave likelihood of its hap- 
pening without accident, In the present case 
the plaintiffs, on three specific occasions, had 
succeeded in obtaining samples, which. on 
analysis, were found to be other than Guin- 
ness s porter. .
